Claims 6, 10, 14 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Ballheimer. 

Ballheimer teaches an assembly (62) which includes an adapter (64) that spans several 
fuel injectors and contains an integral fuel manifold (82). The assembly Is mounted on a 
cylinder head and below a cap (61 ). The control device would be the pump itself which 
is included in the module (64). The pump win control the opening of the needle, which 
is a conventional spring-loaded needle. 

Claims 7-9, 11-13 and 15-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. In particular, the cited art shows several common rail fuel 
systems, some of which are located in a module above a cylinder head with others 
having control devices proximate the common rail.
